Ing down the local plant. 


The demands of the workmen, made 


several days ago, were exceeded as 
promises of a bonus tor steady employ 
ment were made by 
the company. 


The bonus will be paid just before 
Christmas and according to W. B. 
Clow, who was interviewed yesterday 
afternoon, the total amount distribut- 
ed will approximate $7,000. 


The employes will be paid every 


two weeks instead 
of 
twice 
each 


month as has been the practice in the 
past. 


No Overtime. 


The working hours will remain the 


same altho the employes of the foun- 
dry department demanded a nine hour 
day. 
"Nothing was done with the 


demand for overtime pay," said Mr. 
Clow to The Tribune. "Our company 
does not believe in working overtime 
or on Sundays. The adjustment is 
satisfactory to the employes in every 
way. 
Seventy-five men asked for the 


increase and 600 will receive it. We 
had planned to increase wages and es- 
tablish the Bonus .system before there 
was any talk of a strike and would 


have announced our plans within a 
few days.

Believe Germany Will Not Re open 


Controversy By Waging War On 
Merchantmen In The Future — 
Country At Large Seems To Be

WASHINGTON, MAY G.—The sub- 


marine issue

States and Germany is closed. 


This is the view of President Wil- 


son's advisors with the olllcial text ot 
O.eimaiiy's reidy to the American ile- 
imind.s in hand. The president him- 
self received the official text today, 
hut the White House withheld com- 
ment. 


So completely do oflleials in touch 


with the .situation consider the issue 
disposed of, it is said, there will he 
no reply to the Herman note. 


There may be n statement by Sec- 


retary Lansing, however, calling atten- 
tion lo the essential point in the note 
—that Germany has ordered subma- 
rine attacks confined to vessels of 
war. 


No Actual l»ue Left 


This is the essence of the kaiser's 


H'l'ly, oHicial.s say, and leaves no ac- 
tual issue with Germany. 


The issue will remain closed, of- 


ficials believe. 
They feel Germany 


will not reopen it by resuming war- 
fare against merchantmen!. 
Every 


care will be taken, they believe, to 
l)i event submarine commanders violat- 
ing the order, and they see danger of 
violation only in. the fact that Ger- 
man submarine commanders are, for 
the most part, young officers, some of 
them, perhaps, ditlicult to control. 


Hut Germany, having once quit her 


submarine warfare against merchant 
Bhipn, no high official here regards it 
within the range of probability thai 


she will order it resumed. 


Hear From Country 


Prom a great number of telegrams 


recehed at the White House it ap- 
pears the country also \K satisfied that 
Germany has made concessions pre- 
cluding all possibility of n bleak—un- 
less she fails to live up to her prom- 
ises. 


Germany may be said today to be 


once more on probation, with time to 
tell whether she deserves (he chance, 
according to the view here. 


With the president's decision—and 


it is expected very shortly—the Lusl- 
lania cane will pass into history. 
That case was on the point of Bettle- 
ment when Germany issued the March' 


I order that later brot the two nations 
to the brink of a break. 


Decree Abrogated 


The United States practically de- 


imuxled the abrogation ot (he March 
1 decree, and yesterday's note says, 
in effect, that the decree has been ab- 
rogated. 


The last obstacle will have been re- 


moved in the Lusitania negotiations 
when the president approves Ger- 
many's new orders putting freighters 
and liners in the same class—all sub- 
ject to the rules of search and seizure 
as laid down by international law. 


The Lusitania case, therefore, dis- 


appears practically on the first anni- 
versary of her sinking. May 1, 1915, 
and regarded now even in high 'Ger- 
man circles as one of the greatest 
blunders of the war.
